The  great  canal,  the  total  lengtli  of  wbicli 
will  be  nearly  1,000  miles,  and  wliicli  is  to 
connect  the  Baltic  with  tlie  Black  Sea,  is  to  be 
commenced  next  spring,  the  surveys  for  it 
being  in  an  advanced  state.  The  new  water- 
way is  to  be  2 17  feet  wideat  the  ordinary  water 
level,  and  117  feet  at  tile  bottom.  Its  depth 
being  2S  1/3  feet,  the  largest  war  vessels  will 
be  able  to  pass  through  it.  Of  the  whole 
length  of  the  canal  .S75  miles  will  be  in  canal- 
ised rivers,  leaving  only  125  miles  for  the 
excavator.  The  canal  will  have  iS  ports.  The 
enlargement  of  the  two  tenninal  jiorLs  of  Riga 
and  Cherson,  on  the  Baltic  and  Black  seas, 
respectively,  is  at  the  present  time  b^'ing  ac- 
tively proceeded  with.  The  canal  is  to  be  sub- 
stantially con.structed  so  as  to  allow  ves,seU  to 
proceed  at  a  uniform  speed  of  six  knots.  At 
that  speed  it  will  take  144  hours  to  make  the 
whole  journey.  The  canal  is  to  be  lighted  by 
electricity,  to  avoid  stoppages  at  night.  Its 
total  cost  is  estimated  at  £  20,000.003,  and  the 
work  of  construction  will  probably  take  four 
years.

Thr  aiUaR-onism  between  Chili  and 
Argentina  seems  tu  be  again  on  the  in- 
crease, and  it  has  already  reachetl  a 
point  where  some  very  trifiing  incident 
might  precipitate  war.  The  situation 
is  certainly  a  very  deplorable  one, 
Neither  conntry  has  jnst  cau.se  for  war. 
The  boundarj-  dispnte  is  largely  one  of 
sentiment  and  the  contested  territury 
could  never  compensate  the  victor  for 
the  sacrifices  made.  The  press  and 
some  infinential  elements  on  both  .sides, 
however,  are  constantly  stirring  up 
excitement,  and  the  people  are  Ijlind 
enough  to  believe  they  are  being 
offended.  There  is  now  an  impression 
that  war  is  inevitable,  and  that  the  two 
countries  are  only  waiting  for  some 
plausible  exeu.sc  for  beginning  hostili- 
ties. We  sincerely  hope  tile  impression 
is  mistaken,  but  in  view  of  the  bitter 
feeling-  and  rivalry  between  the  two 
countries  it  cm  be  only  a  question  of 
time.  If  war  does  not  break  out  now, 
it  may  be  looked  for  a  few  months 
hence.  Tliere  is  a  smell  of  blood  in  the 
air  to  the  south,  and  though  thev  are 
all  sister  republics  they  are  sharpening 
their  knives  for  the  eoming  struggle.

I'lace 
such  men  against  the  cumbrous  coin- 
inissjons  and  the  hurried  cominercial 
lrti\-eilers,  aiitl  the  re.sult  is  not  difiieult 
to  jiretlicl.  Knowledge  of  a  market, 
supplemented  Ijy  steady,  patient  work. 
is  biiunil  to  win.  If  the  Americans  and 
Hrili.sh  wish  not  only  to  increase  their 
tnide  but  bi  hulil  that  which  they  htive, 
thjy  must  follow  this  good  cxrimple. 
They  must  locate  enterprising  iiieu  with 
abuiuljiiit  ctipilal  at  ever>-  tiislributing 
point,  anil  tlic\-iliiisl  he  ready  for  ever\' 
oppdrtniiitw  Ti-iiile  can  not  he  carried 
ini  at  a  dislniice  of  three  tlionstiiul 
miles  with  success  :  the  merchant  must 
lie  ill  immediate  and  conslaut  touch  wilh 
his  market.

The  signs  all  point  to  an  acti\-e  year 
in  South  America  on  the  part  of  the 
nations  .seeking  to  extend  their  trade 
Both  England  and  the  United  States 
will  be  in  the  field  with  coniniissions, 
expositions  and  cimimereial  trtivellers! 
and  Germany  will  ptu'sue  her  cusloniarv 
palicy  of  following  up  the  pioneers  and 
making  prolitable  use  of  their  experi- 
ence. Unfortunately  South  .Vmerica  is 
not  yet  iu  a  good  condition  for  a  profit- 
able trade.  Mi.sgoverninent  has  so 
undennined  the  resources  of  these  states, 
rich  though  they  may  be  in  possibilities' 
that  they  have  comparativelv  little 
capital  to  use  iu  trade.  Tiiere  is 
enough,  however,  lo  furnish  a  rich 
reward  to  foreign  enterprise,  and  the 
struggle  to  get  it  will  eertaiulv  be  a 
vigorous  one.  In  our  opinion  C.'crmany 
nc)w  stands  the  best  chance  of  success. 
We  are  not  .admirers  of  the  means 
which  are  so  frequently-  used  in  Ger- 
many to  secure  foreign  trade— the 
wholesale  manufacture  Df  imitatiims 
The  Germans  are  inventi\-e  and  skilful 
cnou.gh  to  stantl  by  themseUes.  and  j 
they  have  no  iiectl  lo  plav  the  imrt   of  I 


TliK  coiuplications  arising  Ix-cause  of 
the  Uiriff  ])oIieyof  the  United  .States  are 
bcct>niiiig  inore  than  interesting.  The 
w-ise  inaii  will  try  to  avoid  making 
enemies,  but  the  ultra-proteclionist  of 
the  United  Slates  chooses  to  eoii.sidcr  the 
whole  w-orld  as  hastile  to  bim.self  and  so 
he  treats  everyone  as  an  enemy.  The 
result  is  that  he  is  exciting  antagonisms 
in  every  part  of  the  world.  This  prom- 
ises to  uijure  .\inerican  couimerce  even 
in  neutral  fiekls.  .An  example  of  this 
is  China  where  German  ami  I'a^nch 
innuence  is  steadily  gaining  ground. 
.American  trade  in  China  is  impin-taut 
and  profitable,  and  lis  loss  would  be 
keenly  felt.  The  recent  tariH  legis- 
lation of  the  Unitetl  States  has  greath- 
injured  German  trade,  ami  has  created 
a  feeling  of  strong  hostilit\-  in  that 
country.  In  securing  a  foothold  in 
China,  Germany  will  natura!l\-  .seek 
oijportunitics  for  retaliation,  and  they 
will  not  l>e  lacking.  As  Germmi  in- 
fluence grows,  American  trade;  will 
decline .  .A.s  a  rule  the  bele  noire  nf  the 
American  proteclionisl  is  Great  Hritain, 
but  ill  this  he  is  mistaken.  Within  the 
sphere  of  British  influeuce  all  jHwts  are 
open,  and  the  whole  world  is  |)ermitted 
to  compete.  But  this  is  not  the  case 
wdth  other  Kuroiiean  nations.  Their 
policy  is  to  enjoy  commercial  inono|X)- 
Hls  ivlurcver  they  arc  able  to  exerci.se 
IKilitical  control.  The  natural  aliv  of 
the  United  Slates,  therefore,  is  Cl'reat 
Britain,  for  no  other  country  will  grant 
a  tithe  of  the  commercial  advantages 
which  Great  Britain  freely  olter.s.  Here, 
in  South  America,  the  .situation  is 
equally  complicated.  In  Chili  there  i.s 
latent  antagonism,  springing  from  jxilit- 
ical  as  well  :is  cominercial  eau.ses.  In 
.Argentina  the  whole  eonntr,-  is  clamor- 
uig  for  retaliation  because  of  the  .Amer- 
ican duties  on  wool  ant!  liitles.  Uruguay 
has  no  opinion  on  anything  outside  of 
partisan  slru.gglesju.st  at  this  mtmieut. 
but  the  semiinciU  of  the  countrv  willbti 
an  echo  of  that  of  Argentina.'  Brazil 
is  undecided,  for  she  lias  long  Ikch  the 
recipient  of  great  fa\-ors  growing  „ut  of 
a  bit  of  .American  iwlitical  ftxilishness 
called  the  "  free  breakfast  table."  Hut 
as  duties  have  been  reiin]iosed  on  sugar 
ami  hides,  there  is  a  disixisiliou  iu 
■some  circles  lo  feel  aggrieved,  \-eiie- 
zuela  has  latch-  been  favored  with  a 
little  quixotic  pilitieal  protection,  hut 
when  this  has  bltiwn  over  the  renieni- 
braiice  of  the  exclusion  of  \'eliezuelan 
coffee  from  the  American  markets  under 
the  former   reciprocity  treatv,  will  be 
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ictnembcrcd.  Gtievances  are  remem- 
bered much  longer  Uiaii  favors.  And 
Colnmbm  has  a  iJoliUcal  grievance  ni 
connection  with  the  Panama  canal, 
I'Vtnii  tins  it  may  be  hceu  that  the  posi- 
tion i.s  a  difficult  one,  which  discrjnunai- 
iug  Icj^isUition  is  not  likely  to  inii>r(pve. 


SoMK  time  since  a  correspondent  of 
the  Financial  Nctvs  coudenuied  the 
lease  of  the  Central  railway,  because 
this  property  had  been  made  to  figure 
as  an  asset  of  the  government  in  nego- 
tiating loans  in  London,  and  its  alien- 
ation therefore  would  be  an  act  of  bad 
faith.  We  replied  that  we  had  no 
knowledge  of  any  sncb  use  of  the 
property,  the  real  guarantees,  in  our 
opinion,  being  the  reputation  of  the 
government's  financial  agents  and  the 
knowledge  that  Uracil  had  alway.s  met 
her  engagements  on  these  foreign  loans. 
In  counter-reply  tlic  Financial  A'acs' 
correspondent  says  :

As  the  above  statement  is  positi\-c  as 
to  one  instance,  we  must  concltide  that 
the  writer  is  correct,  for  we  are  not  in  a 
lX)sition  to  know  everything  done  in 
London.  Admitting  the  statement, 
then,  what  is  the  position  ?  Practically 
the  road  is  not  .security  for  any  loan, 
for  no  such  provision  was  included  in 
any  contract.  And  if  it  were,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  the  property  coidd  be 
seized.  As  it  is  now  yielding  notiiiug 
beyond  expenses,  it  is  of  no  value  wdiat- 
ever  as  collateral  security,  as  it  furnishes 
no  income.  In  fact,  in  the  lunuls  of 
the  goverinnent,  the  railway  can  not  be 
advantageously  used  us  .security  for 
anything.  It  is  admitted  that  the 
lessees  of  the  property  will  have  a  ditli- 
cult  probleni  to  solve,  not  because  of 
the  traffic,  but  because  of  changes  in 
the  persomiel.  If  the  govcnnneiit  will 
support  the  new  umuagcnient  loyally,  , 
these  difficulties  can  be  .settled  in  one  or 
two  years.  Under  these  conditions  the 
line  must  be  highly  profitable,  and  will 
yield  the  national  treasury  a  good 
rental.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  the  only 
real  solution  of  the  situation.

—It  is  stated  that  the  quarterniaster-jreneral 
of  the  army  intends  prosecuting  all  civilians

The  minister  to 
Italy  is  accredited  to  Austria-Hungary,  and 
the  minister  to  the  Vatican  to  Russia,  and  the 
minister  to  Great  Britain  to  the  Netherlands. 

—If  all  the  complaints  are  true,  the  police- 
men of  this  city  need  a  lesson.
